Appointments at Meeting Held June 10 


The Board of Directors, under the 
chairmanship of the newly installed 
President, Glenn E. Cartwright, held its 
first meeting on June 1o. After approv- 
ing the minutes of the previous meeting, 
many items of business were transacted. 
Those that are of general interest to the 
membership are incorporated herein. 

Report of Board of Censors: Upon the 
. recommendation of the chairman of the 
Board of Censors, the following appli- 
cants were elected to membership: Nor- 
bert J. Wilde and Louis Halper, North 
Side ; William Ashworth, West Side. Dr. 
William E. Shippee, the Board of Cen- 
sors chairman, then gave a statistical 
report of the activities of his Board dur- 
ing the past year, following which the 
Board adopted a resolution of apprecia- 
tion to the Board of Censors for its 
work. 


EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


Report of the Executive Secretary: An 
informative report on matters of general 
interest was next presented by the 
Executive Secretary, John J. Hollister. 
Principal among the items discussed in 
his report were the following : 

(a) Sales Tax on Dental Materials. 
All dental materials will be subject to 
sales tax effective July 1 as.a result of 
the passage of S. B. 113 which was signed 
by Governor Dwight H. Green on May 
29. It was pointed out that heretofore 
dentists had been subject to taxation 
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only on those items of which they are 
the ultimate consumers. After hearing 
this portion of the report, the Board 
authorized the appointment of a special 
committee to investigate the matter with 
a view to determining whether there 
was any medium of escape from this 
taxation. 

(b) Mouth Hygiene Council. A re- 
port was presented on the progress being 
made by the Mouth Hygiene Council in 
its plan to develop an effective program 
of dental health education in Chicago. 
The ultimate objective of the Council’s 
plan is an intensive educational program 
to begin in the fall. 

(c) Proposed Program of National 
Youth Administration in Illinois. The 
possibility of a dental program under the 
sponsorship of the National Youth Ad- 
ministration was fully presented. Con- 
ferences have been held participated in 
by the officials of the N.Y.A., Illinois 
State Dental Society, Illinois State Med- 
ical Society and the Chicago Dental 
Society. The basic principles and policies 
on which a dental program might be 
built have been fully discussed. A con- 
crete program has yet to be developed

In the weekly Report of the Chicago 
Better Business Bureau of June 26, it 
was stated that, “A recent amendment to 
the Illinois Dental Practice Act which 
prohibits dental laboratories from adver- 
tising their wares to the public has been 
held constitutional by the Supreme 
Court of Illinois, in the case of Lasdon 
et al. vs. Hallihan. 

“The opinion, handed down on June 
13, supplements a previous Supreme 
Court ruling not only upholding the gen- 
eral validity of the Dental Practice Act 
itself, but, specifically, certain of its 
provisions which drastically restrict ad- 
vertising by licensed dentists both as to 
size and content. 

“Under these Supreme Court rulings 
the way is apparently cleared for the

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application of criminal penalties pre- 
scribed for violation.”

EDITORIAL 


THE NEED OF STIMULATING INTEREST IN DENTISTRY 


Attention is now being focused on the greatly decreasing number of 
dental graduates in the dental colleges throughout the country. This num- 
ber has fluctuated during the past few years from a high of 3,433 in 1924 
to a low of 1,550 in 1941.1 In June, 1930, 193 dentists took the Illinois 
State Board examination ; 83 took the examination this June. Oddly enough, 
the decline in the number of those entering the practice of dentistry has 
occurred during a period when the population has been rising and the need 
for dentistry increasing. There are, undoubtedly, a number of reasons for 
this decrease and an important one is the apparent lack of interest of the 
public in dental health. Eligible students with talents suited for the prac- 
tice of dentistry may become discouraged after talking to dentists who 
complain of their inability to utilize their time and training to full capacity 
because of the lack of demand and appreciation for the service which they 
are equipped to render. While most of the population could benefit from 
needed dental service, it has been estimated that only 25% seek dental care 
during any one year.* This woeful lack of attention is not confined to 
dental health alone, but applies to general health as well; however, the 
damage which results from indifference or neglect is more conspicuous 
in the mouth than in most other organs. 

For many years dentists and dental organizations have conducted dental 
health educational campaigns. Various methods have been used in dis- 
seminating valuable health information. These measures have had con- 
siderable influence ; they have made thinking people aware of the fact that 
the teeth are integral parts of the body which can alter as well as reflect 
the status of general health. Yet, with all this educational program, too 
large a proportion of the population is going without dental attention. 
People may listen to health talks and read health articles, but too frequently 
they do not apply the information to themselves. Dental diseases and the 
physical ills resulting from them are usually insidious and intangible. By 
the time nature brings about a realization that something is wrong, irrepar- 
able damage may have been done. 

- Dental health education must be more effectively presented. Pictures, 
as a rule, are better educational tools than words. More vital material 
should be prepared for public information illustrating the importance of 
dental health, the damage and danger that result from neglect, the virtues 
of periodic examination, the functions of natural teeth and occlusion, the 
esthetic service and the comfort that modern dentistry can supply. Motion 
pictures as well as models should be developed by dental organizations for

presentation to lay groups to stimulate interest and to vitalize dental health 
discussions. Some of the material which is prepared and presented to dental 
groups could be used for educating non-professional audiences. 


The teaching and the preventive result of dental health education can 
be’ most effective when it is applied to school children. What is learned 
during these impressionable years is better understood and longer retained. 
The dental health education program in the grade schools needs to be 
expanded and intensified. It must not only receive the enthusiastic sup- 
port of organized dentistry, it must be directed by organized dentistry. The 
health teaching must be supplemented with adequate service, for it would 
be folly to teach the importance of dental health without providing for its 
application. The immediate results might not be great, but after a period 
of years we should have a dentally enlightened population, orie which would 
expect periodic and complete dental service. It has been said that it takes 
about forty years to educate the public; twenty years for one generation 
and then another twenty years for that generation to teach the next. 

Most people desire to look well in the eyes of their fellowmen and to 
succeed in their respective occupations. We all can recall the patient who 
insists on having his anterior teeth restored for esthetic reasons while ignor- 
ing the more important missing and diseased posterior teeth, at least until 
after he has improved his appearance. The emphasis in the minds of many 
individuals is on appearance and, unfortunately, not on health. It would 
seem, then, that this problem of esthetics might be a wedge to stimulate 
people into seeking dental service which in turn would supply the oppor- 
tunity for the correction of more serious conditions. We believe it is im- 
portant, therefore, to give the public more visual information about the 
esthetic service that restorative dentistry can supply. 


A most important phase in dental health education can be conducted 
in the private dental office. The effectiveness of this phase depends upon 
the attitude and the understanding of the individual dentist in regard to 
the importance of health. A patient can be strongly impressed by a clear 
and sincere discussion of his personal dental health problem. Too few den- 
tists, we fear, fail to take advantage of the educational opportunity which 
each patient affords. In addition, the dentist must see to it that his own 
mouth and those of his family reflect the gospel he advocates. 

Organized dentistry should continue to seek ethical means to create a 
desire for dental service from the estimated 75% of the population annually 
unattended. We believe that as the demand for dentistry increases there 


will necessarily be a corresponding increase in the number of dental stu- 
dents.—Robert G. Kesel.

Photographic Chemicals and_ Bleeding 
Gums: Please advise if contact with any of 
the following chemicals used in the photo- 
graphic industry is known to cause inflamed, 
spongy, bleeding gums: paraphenylenediamine, 
metol, hydroquinone, diethylene glycol, so- 
dium carbonate, potassium bromide, sodium 
sulfite, glacial acetic acid and ammonia. I 
would appreciate references. 

Answer.—All or nearly all of the sub- 
stances listed are cutaneous irritants, and a 
few are outstanding in this respect. Further, 
some of the chemicals mentioned are known 
to be irritants of the conjunctiva and the 
membranes of the respiratory tract. None are 
known to attack the gums in a specific or 
solitary manner, although damage to the gums 
in the presence of irritation to the conjunc- 
tivas or to nasal and pharyngeal membranes 
would not be remarkable. Of course if any 
of the chemicals specified are utilized in re- 
touching work involving the objectionable 
practice of pointing a brush in the mouth 
the situation would be different. Apart from 
the chemicals listed, it may be noted that at 
least two unlisted ones are capable of pro- 
ducing inflamed, bleeding gums. These are 
mercury compounds and benzene, both ap- 


plied in some aspects of photographic work. 
Mercury vapors in the atmosphere may be 
determined by means of the selenium sulfide 
apparatus as described by Nordlander (Indust. 
& Engin. Chem. 19:518, 1927). Any quan- 
tity of mercury in excess of 1 mg. in 10 cubic 
meters of air may prove the source of injury 
and the cause of the gingivitis. Benzene 
vapors are determined with greater difficulty, 
but any repeated use in photographic work 
should prompt suspicion of poisoning with 
benzene. On examination of the blood, leuko- 
penia and anemia are suggestive. The carry- 
ing out of urine sulfate tests as described by 
Yant and others (J. Indust. Hyg. & Toxicol. 
18:349, 1936) may be of value. 

The health of workers in photographic 
darkrooms is frequently impaired by the lack 
of proper ventilation, the absence of sunlight 
and exposure ‘to mixed vapors and gases usu- 
ally present. It is possible in the present in- 
stance that general disease of a _ systemic 
nature may be related to the disorder de- 
scribed instead of its causation being sharply 
connected with any one chemical employed 
at work.—Queries and Minor Notes: J.A.M.A.
